Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's argument that their amendments 
to claims 8 and 1 1 did not change the scope of the claims is not convincing at least because applicant contradicts itself by additionally 
stating that the amendments have "almost the same scope" as the original claims, not "the same scope." Applicant amended these claims 
in an attempt to overcome their indefiniteness. In response to these amendments, the examiner was better informed of applicant's 
invention and was able to treat claim 8 on its merits (since the amendment made it no longer indefinite) and provide an interpretation of 
claim 1 1 to attempt to treat it on its merits. Thus the new rejections were made in response to applicant's amendments and the finality of 
the action is proper. Applicant's further arguments are directed to their newly amended features, which have not been entered and thus the 
arguments are not relevant to the current claims. 

Continuation of 13. Other: The claim amendments have not been entered since they present new issues which would require further 
consideration or search. In particular, claim 1 has been modified to require that the degree to which the nozzle space is filled be varied. No 
previous claim required that the degree of filling vary. Thus, further search and consideration would be required. 
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
